History profs ‘up to date’ 


Conference is timely 


The twenty-third annual Mis- 
souri Valley History Confer- 
ence, sponsored by the Depart- 
ment of History and the College 
of Continuing Studies at UNO, 
will be held March 6-8 at the Re- 
gency West hotel. 

The conference will feature 
more than 200 scholars in lec- 
ture and discussion formats, 
program chairman Oliver B. 
Pollak said. 

Pollak, an assistant professor 
of history at UNO, said the con- 
ference is “an example of how 
history professors keep up to 
date” in their particular field of 
interest. He added that secon- 
dary teachers and students 
should find the program of par- 
ticular value as well. 

As examples of the “tremen- 
dous amount of diversity” the 
conference will offer, Pollak 
cited such topics as “Child 
Abuse In History” and “Oral 
History: The Frontier.” 

Two UNO professors, Bruce 
M. Garver and Christine 
McHugh, will present papers, 
he said. Pollak noted that many 
of the papers are likely to be 
published in historical journals. 

In addition to scholars pres- 
enting original reserach on 
more traditional areas of histo- 
ry, such as Greco-Roman histo- 
ry, the conference’ will offer 
what Pollak called “funky” top- 


ics. “The Nabob as Nincom- 
poop: Edwardian Authors Cri- 
tique Their Imperial Ruling 
Class” is one example, he said. 

Featured speaker during the 
three-day event is Robin W. 
Winks of Yale University,.who 
will speak on “The Idea of an

Black Rose singer Morar needs room to bloom 


Black Rose prepare for the 
group’s Student Center appear- 
ance last Wednesday, | said to 
myself, “A girl guitarist. What an 
interesting novelty.” 

Instead of making me regret 
my sexist soliloquy, Black Rose 
failed to fully utilize Morar’s tal- 
ents (though drowned-out vo- 
cals were due to equipment 
problems) and played an unev- 
en set of music in which the 
three male band members 
sought to share the limelight. 

Featuring lead guitarist Kevin 
Hill, a UNO student, Black Rose 
led off with some good tunes, 
including a smooth rendition of 
“Jailhouse Rock.” A full-bodied 
version of “Showdown” proved 
that even ELO material can 
sound good (though not by 
ELO). 

Unfortunately, Morar, a 
Creighton law student, left the 
stage after a few songs, and 
each of the remaining group 
members took a turn at the lead 
singing chores. Bassist Yogi 
Clemmer’s solo shot was bland, 
which was positive when 
stacked against drummer J. E. 
Van Horne’s feature. 

Van Horne suffered an identi- 
ty crisis as he turned into Meat 
Loaf, Jr. for areverb-filled “Wild 
Thing.” Van Horne, perched on 
his drummer's throne, paused 
for dramatic effect between 
lines as wavering words filled 
the room, but the audience 
seemed to have trouble figuring 
out how they were supposed to 
react. 

When Morar returned to the

concert became more preval- 
ent. The upbeat rock 'n roll 
numbers, in which Morar pro- 
vided steady rhythm guitar 
work, were Black Rose’s best. In 
fact, some songs were the best 
I’ve heard in the.Daytime Band 
Series so far. 


However, the band, together 
now six months, should aban- 
don attempts at new wave mate- 
rial. Songs by the Cars were es- 
pecially shallow, with “You're 
Just What | Needed” slowing al- 
most to a standstill by the 
song’s end. 


Original songs were among 
the show’s highlights. “There's 
Always a Chance” and “Fanta- 
sy” began slow and built to 
powerful crescendos reminis- 
cent of Smith’s “Baby, It’s You.” 

But even the highlights were

masking of Morar’s’ vocals, 
which should have been ac- 
cented more.

All told, Black Rose deserves 
credit for some awfully slick 
rock 'n roll arrangements and 
should stick with the boogie 
beat. They should cool it with 
the theatrics.

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Shrader s ‘American Gigolo” 
not as good as past triumphs 


“YOU'RE OK, I'M COOL. That should be the title of the 
movie “American Gigolo.” 

This movie shows how aman can be a ladies’ man by buying 
Yves St. Laurent shirts, Calvin Klein ties, and Gucci suits that are 
combined with dark shades for that total-look. 

Paul Schrader’s latest film dissertation is another of his 
moralistic stories on the seamier side of American life. 

Julian, played by Richard Gere, makes his living in sunny 
Los Angeles by providing $1,000 sexual services to middle-aged 
women who are forgotten by their husbands. Gere’s magnetism 
comes from his ability to be aggressively macho but at the same 
time mildly sweet. Gere’s role shows man’s incapacity to love 
and show affection until he meets Lauren Hutton, who plays the 
wife of a state senator from California who is running for re- 
election. Hutton makes Gere able to receive love for, seemingly, 
the first time in his life. 

The film’s emphasis is on Gere and Hutton’s encounter for 
the first hour, dragging out like a scene from an afternoon soap 
opera. 

But then without warning, the plot directs itself into a 
murder frame-up of Julian. Hector Elizondo is very good as the 
half-brainy, poorly. dressed detective investigating a murder in 
Palm Springs in which all facts point to Julian. 

After this point, the film tries to build sympathy for Julian 
who is only trying to make a decent living for his own greedy self. 
The build-up is totally mechanized and shows that Gere would 
be a basically boring actor without the help of Hutton. The 
script, which is poorly written, does not help to cure the prob- 
lem. No wonder John Travolta: passed up the chance for this 
“bush league” part. 

What tops this film off is a poor ending with blackout shots 
suggesting the passage of time in jail and the contrived happy 
ending. 

Schrader’s vision of American life does not follow through 
as in past triumphs: “Hardcore”, “Taxi Driver’, and “Old Boy- 
friends.” Maybe if this film was very carefully edited, it could bea 
better than average movie.

True, there are no longer 
any visible signs of Jim Cro- 
wism, but | still hear Jim Crow 
‘cawing’ in the background. 
You've had no problems. When 
your parents got off the boat 
they were welcomed, yet my 
people were slapped. How 
could you compare the two? 

So, Russia has slaves. Let us 
do an analysis of the U.S. and 
the U.S.S.R. The first compari- 
son is obvious.

One surprising difference be- 
tween capitalistic and commu- 
nistic countries is that the peo- 
ple in the latter countries know 
they are powerless.” 

Your people who stayed were 
fools. They had options but 
chose not to use them... My 
people had no options. My peo- 
ple were kidnapped and sent 
here to be oppressed. We did 
not choose to stay. However, 
now that I’m here, | will make 
myself comfortable. 

| will not fight in your war. | 
have a greater purpose. | have 
weighed my options and | 
choose to fight for my people 
and my fellow brethren of color. 
Since you use Russia as your 
focal point, | will also use a Rus- 
sian to make my point. Alek- 
sandr Solzhenitsyn states: “As 
the proverb says — it’s where 
youre born that you can be 
most useful. And there is deeper 
reason, too. The incomparable 
sufferings of our people.” 

Why should | fight for some- 
one who will shoot me in the 
back? Why should | prdtect 
someone from whom | have no 
protection? You go fight, L.T., 
and | hope you win, because if 
you don't, the world as you 
know it will be over. 

As for Stelly being called a 
coward, it takes a lot of courage 
to be a black man in this coun- 
try. It would be so easy for him . 
to take a back seat and let socie- 
ty drive him where it will. He, 
however, is choosing to be true 
to himself — his black self. If he 
is a fool, then I’m a foo! for be- 
lieving him! | would advise other 
people of color to begin believ- 
ing in him, also, for he speaks 
only truth.

Newell, a two-time All-American, earned the honor once again 
as he finished in fourth place at 167- -pounds, bettering his sixth
